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DNR 

visits 

dump

City and Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) representatives braved 
the inclement weather Tues- 
day to check out the old dump 
site near Wick School in prep- 
aration for a possible $1 mil- 
lion environmental clean-up 
this winter. 

City Emergency Manage- 
ment Director Margaret LeDuc 
revealed prior to the inspec- 
tion that the “best time to do 
these massive cleanups is in 
the winter months, so that if 
there is a leak it can be easily 
contained.” 

Last week, it was reported 
at the city council meeting that 
Romulus was being asked by 
the DNR to fence in the old 
dump site to keep children 
and other people from walking 
into the contaminated areas. 

City Community Develop 
ment Director Jane Downing 
said that 200 old barrels of con- 
taminated materials have al- 
ready been spotted in the old 
dump area. She estimates that 
another 1,000 barrels may be 
buried below the surface. 

Downing also has asked the 
Romulus City Council to plan a 
study session on the matter in 
the near future. 

Assistant City Attorney 
Stuart Trager urged the city to 
find out definitely what needs 
to be fenced in at the dump 
and to “obtain in writing that 
the city is not responsible for 
the cost of the actual environ- 
mental cleanup” 

Because the cost of the 
cleanup is so expensive, it was 
revealed that the cost actually 
will probably be paid for by 
the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

Trager also asked the city to 
check out if the cost of the 
fencing is reimbursable. 

Downing said that already 
the DNR has found traces of 
lead, PCBs and various phar 
maceuticals at the dump site. 

While current fencing near 
the Wick Elementary School 
blocks direct passage of stu- 
dents to the area, the Nov. 1 
field examination was to deter- 
mine factors leading to the city 
fencing operation and traffic 
flow from and to the site by 
environmental waste haulers. 

Downing had urged earlier 
that trucks carting the barrels 
away from the scene use 
Ecorse Road rather than Wick 
Road. 

She felt such a traffic pat- 
tern would be safer for the Ro- 
mulus community.

In a dramatic turn of events 
at the Oct. 27 zoning hearing, 
the attorney for Environmen- 
tal Disposal Services (EDS) of- 
fered to cancel any plans of 
allowing hazardous liquids to 
be injected into the planned 
deep well. 

Norm Hyman injected the 
offer midway through the sec- 
ond night of proceedings, stat- 
ing the price (25 cents per 
gallon for non-hazardous liq- 
uids) would provide a healthy 
profit for EDS and its financial 
support team. 

Hyman said EDS also would 
welcome Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals limitations including the 
unloading of only “18 to 20 
trucks a day at the site, work 
limits of 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Mon- 
day through Friday, including 
guarantees of no weekend or 
night time deliveries.” 

Among the other limitations 
offered acceptable by Hyman 
were “only one truck would be 
unloaded at a time and any 
auxiliary well would only be 
used when the primary well is 
shut down for repairs.” 


Special City Attorney Steve 
Winter, hired for the environ- 
mental case, warned ZBA 
members to use “extreme cau- 
tion” in considering such an 
EDS offer. 

Meanwhile a member of the 
protesting group, Romulus En- 
vironmentalists Caring About 
People (RECAP), called out 
during the offer presentation 
“How about no well?” 

The hearing that has at- 
tracted throngs of residents to 
the make-shift hearing site in 
the hallway of the 34th District 
Court will continue at 7:30 to- 
night. 

EDS is seeking ZBA ap- 
proval of operations at its Wah- 
rman Road site, just off Grant 
Road, while the city is seeking 
a ZBA ruling that the well 
needs to be switched to a 
trucking zone since many 
trucks bearing the liquid 
chemicals will be passing over 
Romulus and adjoining neigh- 
boring town roads. 

The hearing began Oct. 26 
before a boisterous crowd of 
RECAP members, who 
flaunted their anti-well signs

As the opening Zoning 
Board of Appeals hearing be- 
gan last week, Environmental 
Disposal Services (EDS) attor- 
ney Norman Hyman continued 
to hammer away at the claim 
that EDS was given a virtual 
green light in Romulus for 
three years to build its $6.1 
million injection well. 

To support that theme, Hy- 
man quoted statements from 
Mayor Beverly McAnally of- 
fered at a council meeting of 
Dec. 10, 1990. 

As a prelude to McAnally’s 
statement that night almost 
four years ago, Councilman Ju- 
nior Block (now ironically a 
ZBA member) asked McAnally, 
“Mayor, if I may, you’ve had 
this thing before you. What’s 
your opinion?” 

McAnally replied, “Since I 
don’t have a vote, I really ap- 
preciate your bringing me into 
it. The fact of the matter is, it’s 
kind of interesting when you 
look back on the evening’s 
events, because I really doubt 
that you’ll be injecting any- 
thing as hazardous as gasoline 
into your well.” 

“You’re right,” said Bob 
Ryan, a planned well co- 
owner. 

McAnally continued, “As we 
sat here tonight and didn’t bat 
an eye, an approved a gas sta- 
tion, and didn’t raise a ques- 
tion. And I’m not saying you 
shouldn’t have. 

“But, you see, what we’re 
dealing with here is something 
that we don’t understand fully. 
And because we don’t fully un 
derstand, we’re afraid of it, 
the mayor said. 

“And I think sometimes we 
have to let our good sense pre- 


vail,” McAnally said, “I’ve had 
a couple calls in our audience 
participation this evening and 
I’d like to say to our citizens. 

“I really appreciate know- 
ing you are out there. One of 
the callers has indicated that 
she is opposed to the well. But 
the interesting part is her nar- 
rative. She took her sump 
pump in for repair and was 
told that the ground water had 
eaten away the inside of the 
pump,” McAnally said. 

The woman had lived in Ro- 
mulus for 11 years, the mayor 
said, and her pump was two 
years old and the family was 
on its fourth pump. 

“Now that tells me, the sur- 
face water is so polluted 
where this lady lives that it’s 
corroding and ruining the 
pump and plumbing on her 
sump pump,” she said. “And, 
actually, she should be turning 
around and saying ‘I’m in favor 
of this, we’ve got to get this 
stuff out of the ground water. 
We’re eating it, drinking it. It’s 
becoming part of our tissue, 
because we do not have an ad- 
equate way to dispose of it.’” 

McAnally then said, “I think 
we have a human respon- 
sibility to do something, we 
have a social responsibility to 
do something. And I think the 
idea of the city having monitor- 
ing authority is a good one.” 

The mayor concluded that 
night saying, “I would prefer to 
be in control of this kind of sit- 
uation, rather than to abdicate 
that authority to some other 
entity. I’d rather be involved in 
the solution than be part of the 
problem.” 

Special City Attorney 
Steven Winter offered no re- 
buttal statement or questions 
following the reading of the 
statement.

Wayne police voice complaints against District Court judge

As the race for the 29th Dis- 
trict Court seat continues to 
heat up, a group of local police 
officers decided it was time to 
explain their reasonings for 
not supporting incumbent 
Judge Carolyn Archbold. 

This is the first time the 
Wayne Police Officers 
Association/Wayne Command 
Officers Association has ap- 
proached the media with com- 
plaints of a lack of 
communication between the 
court and the Wayne Police 
Department. 

The differences between 
the two legal departments 
have existed for at least six 
years, according to Wayne po- 
lice Lt. Dan Randall. 

“We’re sick and tired of be- 
ing treated as second-class cit- 
izens in the courtroom,” said 
Randall who is the president 
of the Wayne Police Officers 
Association. “We’ve had prob- 
lems for the last six years with 
Judge Archbold. We are back- 
ing Bill Necker in the hopes 
that we will have a better rap- 
port in our court as in many 
other communities.” 

During an interview with 
Archbold the week of Oct. 20, 
the Michigan Community News- 
papers addressed the issue of 
any problems existing with the 
police officers and the court. 
Archbold said the Wayne Po- 
lice Department had not vocal- 
ized the problems to her, and 
she was willing to talk about 
them but was not given the op- 
portunity. 

Wayne police Lt. Keith 
Thomas, however, said that the 
patrolmen and the judge had a 
meeting four years ago to dis- 
cuss various complaints, but 
they were not taken seriously. 

“We think there is a need for 
drastic changes in the court,” 
said Thomas who is the vice 
president of the Wayne Police 


Officers Association. “There is 
no rapport whatsoever bet- 
ween the police and the 
court.” 

There are five main issues 
the police addressed as com- 
plaints against the judge. The 
first involves dismissing a case 
because an officer wasn’t able 
to appear on time due to an 
alarm at a home he had to 
check. 

“We had an instance where 
a patrolman was suppose to be 
in court, but he was notified of 
a silent alarm at a home and 
went to check it out,” Thomas 
said. “Because of that, he had 
to be late for the court appear- 
ance. The judge dismissed the 
case because the officer was 
not present. 

“We feel this is unfair be- 
cause there are many times 
when attorneys are late from 
half an hour to two hours, and 
the case is held until the attor- 
ney appears. It’s not as if the 
individual was late inten- 
tionally. He was on the job.” 

The Wayne officers also 
stated that if an individual 
runs a red light in Wayne, the 
person allegedly will almost 
always get away with it in 
court. 

“The judge rules that if you 
can’t see the red light, then you 
don’t know it is a red light,” 
Thomas said. “So every time 
we give a ticket to someone 
who goes through a red light, 
they will most likely walk.” 

The third main complaint 
centers around the misuse of 
taxpayers money by not ac- 
cepting guilty pleas from indi- 
viduals with a suspended 
license. 

Keith said the judge will not 
accept guilty pleas on a sus- 
pended license and almost al- 
ways gives a personal bond so 
the individual walks. 

‘‘There was an instance 
where an individual had a sus- 
pended license and 10 ticket 
violations,” Keith said. “When 
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We’re sick and tired of being treated as a 
second-class citizens in the courtroom.

he appeared in court, he 
pleads guilty. The judge said 
she would not accept his guilty 
plea and went further telling 
him that if she did, he would 
get points on his record. 

“She gave him the chance to 
pay his tickets and come back 
so he wouldn’t get points.” 

Both Keith and Randall also 
noted that there is no respect 
for officers who work the mid- 
night shift and are not given 
the courtesy to be first on the 
list for court proceedings the 
next morning. 

“It’s routine that an officer 
could be scheduled to be in 
court for his cases two times a 
day,” Keith said. “What hap- 
pens though is you get an offi- 
cer working the midnight shift, 


and they end up sometimes be- 
ing scheduled three times a 
day in court. They never get a 
chance to go home to rest or be 
with their families.” 

The issuance of personal 
bonds frequently is another 
concern of the Wayne officers. 
A personal bond means that 
the individual can walk, and if 
they don’t show up to their 
next court appearance, they 
have to pay the bond. 

“The defendants put up no 
money with a personal bond as 
long as they show up to their 
next court date,” Keith said. 
“Once they forfeit, however, 
they shouldn’t get another 
chance for another personal 
bond, but it has happened.” 


Keith said that an individ- 
ual was released on a personal 
bond and fled. He never 
showed up for the next court 
appearance. 

“Ypsilanti police picked 
him up and called us,” Keith 
said. “No police department 
delivers defendants to other 
police departments so we had 
to pick the individual up and 
take him back to court. Once 
again, this costs the taxpayers 
money. 

“When the individual ap- 
peared in court, he was given 
another personal bond. The 
judge seems to be misusing 
this tool.” 

Keith and Randall also said 
that the judge allegedly told 
officers that if they are hit or 
assaulted during an arrest, it is 
just part of their job. 

“If we have an officer who is 
hit, and we charge the individ- 
ual with assault, it will be dis- 
missed,” Randall said. “The 
judge said that it’s part of our 
job. But we’re citizens just like 


Randall said instead of the 
judge vocalizing her problems 
in the courtroom about the po- 
lice, the Wayne Police Officers 
Association would appreciate 
her addressing the concerns 
with them behind closed 
doors. 

“There’s just no respect 
there,” Randall said. “We 
heard the other day Lt. Mel 
Drews was in the courtroom, 
and she pointed at him and 
said ‘All the problems in the 
community start with the peo- 
ple across the court driveway, 
meaning the police depart- 
ment which is next door.” 

Randall said the Wayne Po- 
lice Officers Association 
knows that Necker will not 
agree with the police all the 
time, but Necker has stated 
that his first concern if elected 
to the 29th District seat is to 
open a line of communication 
between the Wayne Police De- 
partment and the court, 
everyone else, and we do have 
rights.” 


Voter turnout expected to be high

General election day is fast 
approaching and local voter 
turnout is expected to be six- 
percent higher for this gover- 
nor’s race than it was four 
years ago, according to West- 
land City Clerk Diane Fritz. 

Fritz anticipates a 45 per- 
cent voter turnout for the Nov. 
8 general election with Gov. 
John Engler facing off against 
State Senator Howard Wolpe. 

Fritz attributes the ex- 
pected high turnout to a signif- 
icant increase in absentee 
ballots. In 1990, some 2,600 ab- 
sentee ballots were requested. 
This year, some 4,000 ballots 
were requested as of Monday. 

The governor’s race is just 


one of several local races un- 
derway including a two and 
six-year term for 18th District 
judge, 18th District State Rep- 
resentative, 8th District State 
Senate and 13th Congressional 
District. However, candidates 
don’t seem to be the major con- 
sideration of voters, accord- 
ing to Fritz. 

“The party races are the is- 
sue,” Fritz said. 

Not too many Westland resi- 
dents have discussed the four 
ballot proposals being consid- 


ered - A, B, C and P, according 
to Fritz. 

Proposal A is to convene a 
constitutional convention for 
the purpose of drafting a gen- 
eral revision of the state 
constitution. 

The emphasis of Proposal B 
is to limit criminal appeals by 
restricting criminals who 
plead guilty or nolo contendre 
(no contest) from appealing 
their convictions. 

Proposal C concerns reduc- 
tion of state auto insurance 


rates by placing limits on per- 
sonal injury insurance, limit- 
ing the right to sue, and 
allowing rate reductions for 
accident-free drivers. 

Proposal P is geared to es- 
tablish a Michigan State Parks 
Endowment Fund, increase 
the maximum allowable 
amount of funds in the Michi- 
gan Natural Resources trust 
fund and eliminate the diver- 
sion of dedicated revenue 
from the Michigan Natural Re- 
sources trust fund.

Coach is arresting figure

Romulus Police Officer Matt 
Robertson loves football. He 
also cares about the youth of 
today. 

Thus, Robertson felt it was 
only natural that he combine 
his two prime interests and of- 
fer Romulus High School his 
services as assistant junior 
varsity (JV) football coach this 
year. 

The 26-year-old coach began 
working with the freshman 
and sophomore athletes early 
last summer, teaching them 
skills needed in weight lifting 
and specialty positioning for 
quarterbacks, running backs 
and line backs. 

“We started out slow this 
year as most of the youth never 
played together before. But by 
the end of the season we were 
a pretty well organized unit,” 
Robertson said. 

“We beat the Milan High 
school JV by a 36-34 score dur- 
ing Homecoming Week with 
stellar last minute defense. 
Then we won over Willow Run 


High School 46-6 and con- 
cluded with a 22-18 loss to 
highly touted Belleville,” he 
said. 

The Romulus JV were actu- 
ally leading Belleville until 
the final minutes of the game, 
Robertson explained, when 
Belleville exploded with a late 
touchdown and two point play. 

Robertson said working 
with the young football players 
takes a lot of time (about 15 
hours a week), but it relaxes 
him on the job knowing that he 
has helped make an impact in 
the community he serves. 

While working in his Ro- 
mulus Police blues, Robertson 
said, he tries to impress neigh- 
borhood parents about how 
important it is to keep open 
communication with their, 
kids. 

“In those neighborhood sit- 
uations I try to work through 
the parents, as they are the 
long term participants in the 
family,” Robertson said.

Here’s what we need to do: 

1. STOP THE LANDFILLS 

We need to legislate the number and size ol landfills in an effort to promote incin- 
eration. While opponents argue that the building of incinerator plants is expen- 
sive — I have long believed that the cost ol the land used by landfills will soon far 
outweigh any such investment. 

Land is becoming more and more precious to us. We can no longer, in our state, 
allow land to be used for the dumping ol trash and garbage. The land consumed 
by this antiquated and outmoded means df disposal will soon be a hazard to our 
farming community. We need Ihis land lor homes, for parks and lor farmers. We 
don't need any more dumps which threaten the safety and well being of our fami- 
lies and our children's children. 

2. STOP THE INJECTION WELLS * 

We cannot gamble with the health and safety of our future generations with these 
hazardous waste injection wells. I believe, as do others, that in time these chemi- 
cals will leach into the soil and into our water supply, i do not believe we can pre- 
dict that in 40 years, these wells will still be safe for our great-great grandchildren. 

We must protect the environment now if we are to have a future. 

The long-term negative impact ol these wells and of landfills is a threat to our 
communities and we must enact legislation which will provide lor a safer disposal 
of these materials. 



3. ENCOURAGE AND BUILD INCINERATORS 

I have long been an advocate ol incineration ol trasn. While this stance has 
drawn criticism from my opponents, it regulated and with safety standards carefully 
and meticulously imposed, incineration is the answer to our landfill problems. We 
need controls on these plants, as we do on so many things, but we can better pro- 
tect our families and our communities through the planned and regulated incinera- 
tion ol our trash 

Recycling is crucial to our well being and our future. We must protect our environ- 
ment and provide the education regarding recycling which so many residents 
need. I believe that more people would recycle and more residents would partici- 
pate it we ollered them the education and the incentive through our communities 
to do so. 

At the state level, we could legislate trash pick-up and this type of citizen educa- 
tion — we could oiler incentives to communities to recycle and to build incinerators. 

I am not a prpponent ol composting, as others may be. I believe that this, too, is 
too great a threat to the quality of life ol those who must be near the operation and 
too much usable land must be devoted to this operation. 

I believe in preserving natures gilts to us. I want to provide a clean, healthy envi- 
ronment for my children and my grandchildren This is not an issue removed Irom 
the daily lives of any of us.. . but far too little attention has been paid to it al the state 
level.

Decision-making 
time is at hand 

In five days, Michigan voters will make their decisions 
to elect the federal, state and county candidates who will 
represent them in the coming years. 

As we have in the past, we urge residents to cast their 
ballots for the candidates who they believe will best serve 
their communities. We hope that choices will be made on 
solid information about the backgrounds, platforms and 
characters of the candidates, not from hear-say or from the 
negative campaigning of their opponents. 

We must remember that it is through the ballot box that 
we can institute positive changes for the fiiture, and, there- 
fore, it is imperative that all residents exercise the privi- 
lege - and responsibility - of voting. 

On the proposal portion of the ballot, we make the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

• On Proposal A, which, if passed, would convene a 
constitutional convention, a “no” vote. Although our cur- 
rent constitution is not perfect, we can continue to work 
within its framework and save the time and expense of a 
constitutional convention. 

• On Proposal B, which would restrict the current prac- 
tice of defendants who plead guilty or no contest to 
charges from automatically appealing their cases, a “yes” 
vote would be a common sense way of reducing the nu- 
mber of frivolous appeals that currently bogs down the 
state Appeals Court and at the same time reduce costs for 
the taxpayers of Michigan. 

• On Proposal C, we recommend a “yes” vote, which 
would cap personal injury insurance to $1 million unless 
additional insurance is purchased at an added cost and 
reduce auto insurance rates by 16 percent for the six 
months. We are willing to see the caps placed on benefits 
in exchange for a rate decrease, but we will also carefully

Trustee explains 
ballot timing 

Tb the editor: 

One of the lead columnists 



for the Detroit News has repeat- 
edly criticized the Wayne 
County Community College 
Board of Trustees for placing 
the question of renewing the 1 
mill tax levy on the November 
ballot. He has gone so far as to 
suggest that the board should 
be caned for their actions. 

In truth, the board is acting 
in a responsible manner by 
placing the millage renewal on 
the ballot at this time. The cur- 
rent millage will run out in 
February of 1996. The last mill- 
age money received will be 
part of the 1995-96 budget. Any 
millage fund received after 
that time will be part of the 
1996-97 budget which, under 
current law, must be prepared 
before the third Monday in 
April of 1996. 

If the present millage re- 
quest fails, the board would 
then be required to balance 
the college budget without any 
millage money included in it. 
Wayne County Community Col- 
lege would become the only 
community college in the state 
operating without any millage 
money. All of the remaining 28 
community colleges have a 
permanent operating millage 
in place and are not required 
to face renewal elections. 

The columnist has sug- 
gested that we wait until Au- 
gust of 1996 to bring the 
millage renewal back before 
the public. That would be to- 


tally irresponsible and fiscally 
unwise of any board of 
trustees to allow any public in- 
stitution to be managed in this 
manner. 

In the past, our board has 
not always acted in a respons- 
ible manner, but in this in- 
stance, we are acting 
responsibly and in the best in- 
terests of the tax payers who 
elected us and the students 
whom we serve. 

I hope that you believe, as I 
do, that the most important 
thing is for the college to con- 
tinue to serve the people of 
Wayne County regardless of 
any feelings about the board.

monitor the insurance industry to ensure that it keeps its 
promise of premium reductions to policyholders. 

• On Proposal P, we recommend a “yes” vote, which 
would establish an endowment fund to operate, maintain 
and improve state parks.

At first, I felt flattered and 
honored to be invited to be a 
panelist for the Oct. 10 cable 
television debate between 
13th Congressional District 
candidates Lynn Rivers and 
John Schall, at Garden City 
High School. It was a chance to 
question two remarkably ac- 
complished individuals about 
their political goals and phi- 
losophies. Both looked like 
winners. 

Without a lot of money, 
Rivers had the ability and

Schall was a whiz kid - high 
school salutatorian; received a 
bachelor of arts degree with 
distinction and honors in polit- 
ical science from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan; and received 
a master of public policy de- 
gree from Harvard. President 
Reagan quickly recognized his 
talents and brought him to 
Washington. Under President 
Bush, Schall became the youn- 
gest chief of staff of a cabinet 
department at the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. Definitely a ris- 
ing star. And, as a signer to the

Republican Contract with 
America, had positions that I 
thought I could question him 
about in depth. 

Sounded too good to be true. 
That should have been the 
first sign of trouble. Clearly 
the second sign was the pasty 
white goo a young lady 
brushed on my face to cover up 
my red blotches and Forest 
Gump expression. Style over 
substance. The third, and 
worst sign, was the announce- 
ment of the new format, which 
didn’t allow a panelist to 
follow-up his or her question. 

Though I protested, I lacked 
the guts to drop out, and 
marched into the glare of flood 
and spot lights and the scru- 
tiny of three cameras. 

After the candidates recited 
their prepared statements, 
a panelist asked the candi- 
dates for the specifics of their 
health care positions. Instead 
of an answer, she received 
speeches. Schall orated a trib- 
ute to small business; Rivers 
criticized the defects of the 
present system. 

The Republican Contract 
lost all credibility for me when 


Schall refused to say how he 
would pay for its programs 
without raising taxes After the 
meeting, I asked Schall how he 
would finance Star Wars, as 
the contract includes rein 
trodueing that unfeasible anti 
ballistic missle defense 
system. Rather than answer, 
he denied that Star Wars was 
in the plan. When I showed 
him the plan and the Star Wars 
proposals, he told me that it 
was only under consideration, 
leading me to conclude that ei . 
ther the contract is not binding 
or he’s not willing to honor it. 

Rivers seemed to me to be 
just as deceptive on education 
and health care. After the de- 
bate, she tried to persuade me 
that outcome-based education 
will deal with academics, not 
emotions, attitudes, and be- 
haviors; and that a universal 
health care system would be 
self- supporting without ra- 
tioning. 

That two such marvelous 
people could be such shadowy 
candidates kills my faith in the 
two-party system that pro- 
grams candidates to skirt any 
substance. Since a recent opin- 
ion poll reported that 53 per- 
cent of Americans .would 
consider voting for a third 
party candidate, I’m afraid 
that my gloom is widespread. 

What, then, is wrong? 

First, Congress members 
are out of touch. In the first 


House of Representatives, in 
1789, each legislator repre- 
sented 30,000 constituents. 
Now each represents 600,000. 
and personal relationships 
with and knowledge of a local 
representative have been re- 
placed by media images and 
sound bites. 

Second, Americans vote for 
people, not issues or party 
platforms. This makes accoun- 
tability virtually impossible. 
We voted for Bill Clinton to be 
a domestic president, not the 
savior of Haitian presidents. 
Not surprisingly, our elected 
officials are always astounding 
us. 

Third, our rulers are more 
concerned with foreign affairs, 
which are unpredictable, than 
with domestic affairs, which 
could be manageable if the 
President and Congress mem 
bers would try. This is another 
way of saying we are more of 
an empire than a republic. 

Fourth, we are governed ad- 
ministratively, by bureaucratic 
fiat rather than legislation. If 
few legislators read the 1,400- 
page health care proposal, 
how many do you think are 
going to read the 22,000-page 
sweeping world trade treaty? 

Finally, the mainstream me- 
dia is failing to inform voters 
well enough to vote intellec- 
tually instead of emotionally. 
Unfortunately, the prevailing 
emotion is frustration.

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Bids for Kids gathers $150,000 for hospital

The recent Annapolis Hos- 
pital Bids for Kids extrava- 
ganza at the Holiday Inn 
Crowne Plaza was a huge suc- 
cess as area business leaders 
and residents joined hands in 
supporting the worthy cause. 

More than 300 participants 
showed up in their evening at- 
tire to bid on a wide variety of 
auction items including ski 
trips, antiques and jewelry. 

More than $150,000 was 
gathered from the event, and 
proceeds will now go to the 
prevention and treatment of 
injuries incurred by children, 
according to Carla O’Malley, 
senior vice president and chief 
operation officer at Annapolis 
Hospital. 

“Unintentional injuries are 
the leading killer of children,” 
O’Malley said. “Most of the in- 
juries among children one to 
14 years old are caused by traf- 
fic accidents, which accounts 
for 3,200 deaths in children, 
followed closely by drowning, 
fires, poison, firearms and 
falls.” 

Prevention efforts will focus 
on education. Annapolis Hos- 
pital officials plan to achieve 
this by expanding the Safety 
Day program, developing a 
safety coloring book and 
scheduling health fairs. 

Classes in first aid, babysit- 
ting and cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation will be offered to 
children. Annapolis also will 
team up with local schools to 
develop helmet guidelines for 
children on bikes and in-line 
skates. This community-wide 
campaign will include the dis- 
tribution of bike helmets. 

The goals of the helmet pro- 
gram will include: 

• To increase parent aware- 
ness with regards to both the 
magnitude of bicycle and in- 
line skating-related head 
trauma and protection af- 
forded by helmets via pamph- 
lets and posters located in 
physician offices by Annapolis 
Hospital. 

• To decrease the costs of 
ANSI or SNELL approved hel-

mets through the arrange 
ments of a group discount with 
bike and in-line skate dealer- 
ships, in conjunction with an 
additional helmet coupon pro- 
vided by Annapolis Hospital. 

• To provide incentives to 
children for wearing their hel- 
mets during bike-riding and/or 
in-line skating by supplying 
schools and youth organiza- 
tions with coupons for fast 
food, event tickets to be re- 
wards for wearing helmets. 

When accidents do occur, 
Annapolis wants to be ready 
with the best pediatric care 
possible. Therefore, some of 
the money raised by Bids for 
Kids II will provide funds to 
staff a pediatric “after hours” 
clinic in the Annapolis emer- 
gency room. 

It will be staffed by pediatri- 
cians affiliated with Annapolis 
Hospital to handle non- 
emergency conditions during 
hours when a child’s regular 
physician is not available.

This has been the long- 
awaited season of fulfillment 
for the football team at Be- 
lleville High School and coach 
Bob LaPointe. 

A coach’s dream. Ecstasy. 

LaPointe and his undefe- 
ated Tigers Friday night on the 
home field routed Romulus 
35-3 to become the first Be- 
lleville team since 1958 to win 
all of its regular season games. 

However, the 1994 Belleville 
club (9-0) is one up on its pre- 
decessor (8-0) and could add to 
their total in the post season. 
Belleville has also qualified 
for its first-ever appearance in 
a Class AA state playoffs. 

“We are proud of what this 
team has accomplished,” said 
LaPointe after the victory over 
Romulus. But the veteran grid 
coach is quick to remind lis- 
teners that “the season is not 
over.” 

“There are still games to be 
played. The hardest part is yet 
to come.” 

To be exact, there are four 
more tough games ahead if the 
Tigers are to go all the way. But 
LaPointe said he will not look 


down the road. Only to Satur- 
day, he says. 

That’s when the Tigers take 
to the home field to play a 
playoff- experienced Westland 
John Glenn (kickoff at 1:30 
p.m.) Glenn qualified for the 
pre-regional game by whip- 
ping natural rival, Wayne Me- 
morial, 21-0, last week. 

It will be the first meeting 
between the two area teams. 

After a horrendous start 
when the Rockets lost their 
first two, Glenn has come back 
and won five of its last six 
games. The Rockets also have 
plenty of playoff experience. 
They are the “AA” state 
runners-up, having lost to For- 
dson a year ago in the Pontiac 
Silverdome, 12-7. 

“Glenn has improved each 
week since getting off to that 
0-2 start,” noted LaPointe. 
“They have a lot of playoff ex- 
perience and also have one of 
the finest running backs in the 
state in (Brent) Washington. 

“They have momentum and 
are well-coached. It all adds 
up for an excellent game.”

In fact, the Rockets’ first 
play from scrimmage, a stun- 
ning 44-yard touchdown run by 
tailback Brent Washington, set 
the tone and consequently 
burned Wayne, which missed 
making the playoffs because of 
their fourth loss, a 21-0 shut- 
out 

“That first play seemed to 
set the tone for the entire 
night,” said Wayne coach 
Chuck Howton, whose Zebras 
brought the curtains down on a 
5-4 record. “ And I can’t ex- 
plain it. We had such a good 
practice all last week. 

“Is it a disappointment? Of 
course it is. I felt that this 
game would be closer than it 
was.

After Washington ripped 
through the Wayne defense for 
his spectacular 44-yard tou- 
chdown run, the Rockets made 
it 7-0 with Brian Kolb’s first of 
three successful conversions. 

The Westlanders made it a 
14-0 game with 4:05 left to the 
intermission. Quarterback 
James Hagelthorn put to- 
gether a time- consuming, 79- 
yard drive, capped by senior 
QB’s dive into the Wayne end 
zone from one-yard out. 

Wayne’s best threat came 
immediately after Glenn’s sec- 
ond TD. Wayne quarterback 
Lorenzo Guess, four of 17 for 86 
yards, teamed up with end 
Richard Buford on a 47-yard 
pass that took the zebras deep 
into Rocket territory before 
time ran out. 

The Rockets finished their 
regular season scoring in the 
fourth quarter after another 
long, 21-play drive that senior 
fullback Eric Davey polished 
off with his first varsity tou- 
chdown. Davey’s TD was from

One of Representative De- 
borah Whyman's campaign 
workers blames politics for his 
arrest at the Tyler Elementary 
School open house in Van 
Buren Township. 

Joe Munem was arrested 
Sept. 28 for allegedly being a 
disorderly person and failure 
to comply with a lawful police 
order. 

“I was just passing out Say 
No to Drugs coloring books to 
kids,” said Munem, “and I was 
within my rights.” 


Noting that the township 
board votes on police pay 
raises, Munem speculated that 
police favor Whyman’s oppo- 
nent Donna Clark, a township 
trustee. 

Van Buren Township police 
were unavailable for com- 
ment However, Van Buren Su- 
perintendent James 
Richendoller denied the ar- 
rest was politically motivated, 
pointing out that other 
Whyman supporters were al- 
lowed to “pass out the very 
same literature at other build- 
ings because they abided by 
what they were asked to do.” 


The incident began when 
Tyler Principal Raymond 
Gross saw Munem passing out 
literature in the school lobby 
during the open house. 

“It was not DARE (Drug 
Awareness Resistance Educa- 


tion) coloring books, but I don’t 
know what Munem had in his 
hands,” said Gross. 

Believing that Munem was 
passing out campaign litera- 
ture, Gross asked him to follow 
the election law and move 25 


feet beyond the school build- 
ing. According to Gross, 
Munsem resisted, so Gross 
called the police. 

Munsem admits to arguing 
with Gross, but said that he 
moved 25 feet awav from the 
building after being asked to 
move by DARE officer James 
Miller. 

“By this time, the principal 
had called in the cruisers,” 
said Munsem. “Cpl. (Dennis) 
Brooks came, up and ordered 
me off the property, at which 
point I informed him that I had 
complied and was 25 feet away 
from door.” 


Refusing to leave, Munem 
was arrested, and released on 
$200 bond, he said. 

“At this point, my attorney 
is looking into a litany of civil 
suits to file against the towns- 
hip, Corporal Brooks, and the 
school system,” he said. 

Gross denied that any rights 
were violated, saying that 
Munsem was given “many op- 
portunities” to pass out his lit- 
erature 25 feet from the school, 
but repeatedly refused.” 

Whyman said that she 
doesn’t condone her volun- 
teers getting arrested. 

“He’s on his own,” she said. 


Undercover officer charges Westland with hiring discrimination

An undercover narcotics of- 
ficer asked the Equal Oppor- 
tunity Commission to 
investigate whether Westland 
has discriminated against him 
by rejecting his application to 
join its police force. The appli- 
cant is an African-American. 

Westland Police Chief Em- 
ery Price denies any discrimi- 
nation against the officer, a 
five-year veteran of the Inkster 
Police Department (whose 
name is withheld to protect on- 
going undercover investiga- 
tions). For the last two years, 
the officer has served on the 
select Metro Street Enforce- 
ment Team under Price’s su- 
pervision. 

“I’m good enough to put my 
life on the line for them on a 
regular basis. Why aren’t I 
good enough for them to hire?” 
asked the officer. 

The rejection followed a re- 
view of the officer’s applica- 
tion and results of the Reid 
Psychological test, according 
to William Sonnenberg, presi- 
dent of the Westland Fire- 
Police Civil Service Commis- 
sion 

“I feel sorry for him,” Price 
said. “He’s a fine police officer. 
However, the state says that all 
applicants have to go through 
the same tests. We have had 
other police officers not pass.” 

Westland’s failure to re- 
spond to the officer’s questions 
and the racial composition of 
the department (as revealed to 
him in a Michigan Community 
Newspaper Oct. 20 article, 
“Western Wayne police depart- 
ments slow in hiring females, 
African-Americans), not the 
rejection, caused the com- 
plaint to be filed Oct 26. 

The officer wrote Sonnen- 
berg, Oct. 6, asking for written 
clarification of the rejection 
letter, which the officer found 
“vague.” Rather than answer, 
on Oct. 21, Sonnenberg re- 
ferred the officer to D.J. Reid, 
whose Chicago, 111. company 
tested the officer. The officer 
is awaiting a response from 
Reid. 

Dr. David Arnold, an attor- 
ney and a psychologist at Reid, 
could not comment on either 
the officer’s results or the 
weight Westland puts on the 
test in making hiring deci- 
sions. However, he said the 
test, which has been adminis- 
tered to more than 150,000 job 
applicants during the past 45 
years, has been “extensively 
validated” as an accurate pre- 
dictor of “on the job behavior.” 
He said the test is accurate 
and nondiscriminatory. 

He declined to state the 
margin of error because he 
said the subject is too difficult 
for the public to understand. 


orated sergeant in 1989. 

“I was on the honor guard at 
the battalion level, an honor 
only reserved for most out- 
standing soldiers,” he said. 

“He is psychologically fit to 
be employed by Inkster,” said 
Inkster Police Chief Terry Col- 
well. “He’s a good officer.” 

Third, he is a police acad- 
emy instructor at Schoolcraft 
College, teaching drill instruc- 
tion and physical training. 

The EOC investigation 
could take up to a year, said 
Gayle Cober, EOC investigator. 


While Cober cannot com- 
ment on a current investiga- 
tion, she said that justified 
complaints that are neither 
settled nor conciliated are re- 
ferred to the U.S. Department 
of Justice, who decides 
whether to take legal action. 


“By that time I may have a 
job with another force," said 
the officer. “It will be West- 
land’s loss.” 

Both Price and Westland 
Clerk Diane Fritz said that the 
officer can file an appeal with 
the Civil Service Commission. 


“He has to take the initia- 
tive and contact me and I will 
tell him how,” said Fritz. 

Though the officer’s first in- 
formation request was re- 
buffed, he said he is interested 
in Fritz’s offer. 

Westland has one black offi- 
cer, and 2,817 blacks, 3.3 per- 
cent of population. 

The inequality of outcome 
in hiring of African Americans 
baffles the chiefs and person- 
nel directors. 

To insure equal employ- 
ment opportunity, Westland 


follows EOC hiring guidelines, 
according to Don Reddy, West- 
land Deputy Police Chief, in- 
cluding posting positions in 
minority newspapers, such as 
the Michigan Chronicle, and 
using colorblind written tests 
designed and administered by 
outsiders to eliminate bias. 

With the exception of back- 
ground checks, the Westland 
hiring is done by a three- 
member Civil Service Commis- 
sion, following the require- 
ments spelled out by State Act 
78, Reddy said.

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Local militia number 500, vow to fight government abuse

Livonia mail carrier Ken 
Vojtech, a former Army air- 
borne ranger, founded the 
Wayne County division of the 
state militia because he inter- 
prets the U.S. Constitution lit- 
erally, including the second 
amendment, which reads: “A 
well regulated militia, being 
necessary to the security of a 
free state, the right of the peo- 
ple to keep and bear arms, 
shall not be infringed.” 

Founded seven weeks ago, 
the Southern Michigan Re- 
gional Militia, 4th Division, 
14th Brigade Wayne County, in- 
formally known as the Wolver- 
ines, is approaching 500 
members, many from western 
Wayne. Like the 12,000-strong 
state Militia, members include 
women and minorities. The 
Wolverines repudiate racism 
and white supremacy. The 
state militia is formally linked 
to Ohio, Wisconsin, and Minne- 
sota, and has been contacted 
by militias or by groups inter- 
ested in forming militias from 
46 states. 

“We’re the fastest growing 
militia in the state,” said Vo- 
jtech, recently elected com- 
mander. “At the current 
growth rate, we expect 1,500 to 
3,000 members within a year. 

"The majoHty seem to be 
from Westland,” he said. 
“Some come in groups of five 
and six, others come singu- 
larly. But Westland people 
seem informed about what’s 
going on.” 

Westland resident Mark 
Maslak said he is joining the 
militia to restore the Constitu- 
tion and Bill of Rights to what 
our forefathers intended. The 
Waco and Ruby Ridge gun 
fights convinced him that the 
federal government is abusing 
its powers. 

“The killing of almost 80 
people at Waco was a plain 
atrocity that shouldn’t have 
happened,” he said. “At Ruby 
Ridge (Washington,), the feds 
trumped up weapon charges 
on Randy Weaver because he 
wouldn’t fink on a white su- 
premacist group .... This re- 
sulted in an AFT sniper 
shooting his wife in the head 
while she was standing in the 
doorway holding their baby, 
who was also shot and killed.” 

Closer to home, Vojtech and 


Maslak see their rights being 
threatened by the Canton 
Township firearms possession 
ordinance, which bans all but 
single-shot guns. The Wolver- 
ines plan to peacefully con- 
front the Canton Township 
Board and convince them to 
modify the ordinance to con- 
form to the Michigan Constitu- 
tion, Article 1, Section 6, which 
states: “every person has a 
right to keep and bear aims for 
the defense of himself and the 
state.” 

A similar confrontation in 
Plymouth convinced the Plym- 
outh City Council to modify 
their gun control ordinance. 
The confrontation worked be- 
cause the militia used re- 
straint. 

“We favor legislation,” Vo- 
jtech said. “Instead of march- 
ing into city hall, we sent three 
delegates to their city council 
meeting while 500 militia 
members waited at the Livonia 
Library for orders. 

When we’re dealing with a 
government that’s question- 
able in its morality and its in- 
tentions toward us people, we 
have to have some sort of teeth 
to back up our words.” 

The Wolverines intend to re- 
main defensive unless the gov- 
ernment suspends the 
Constitution. However, Vo- 
jtech anticipates that an im- 
pending financial collapse 
will be used as an excuse for 
the president to declare mar- 


tial law. His fears are fueled by 
evidence of police and mili- 
tary forces training together in 
anti-terrorist warfare, which 
includes breaking into homes 
and clearing them out, he said 

Therefore the Wolverines 
are preparing and training to 
protect the Constitution. 

“We’re taking the first step 
of training everybody in basic 
survival,” he said. “Then we 
will train with our weapons at 
gun ranges. We are asking 
Wayne members to have a min- 
imum of 300 rounds of ammu- 
nition instead of the 100 
rounds suggested by President 
James Madison.” 

According to Maslak, Mad- 
ison had said that each militia 
member should keep ready a 
current weapon with 100 
rounds. 

“The musket was weapon 
then. The current weapon is 
the semi-automatic rifle — 
what they call an assault 
weapon,” he said. “The mili- 
tary uses an M-16 rifle, some- 
thing civilians can’t own. We 
can only own the semi- 
automatic Colt Sporter AR-15. 
If we convert it to an auto- 
matic, we face 40 years jail. 

“Now the crime act has 
banned 190 weapons, includ- 
ing the AR-15. ATF already de- 
fined 700 more to ban, since 
any semi-automatic is a threat 
to the government under the 
crime act.” 

Besides weapons, militia

A conference was sched- 
uled last week for Hickey, and 
Vargo appeared for an arraign- 


ment on information. 

The incident occurred the 
evening of Sept. 2. Talaga was 
accused of one count of mali- 
cious destruction of property. 
Vargo, Short and Hickey were 
charged with two counts of ma- 
licious destruction of property. 

During the arraignment for 
the defendants, a $2,000 bond 
or 10 percent was set for each. 


Trial set in assault of woman

A Detroit Recorder’s Court 
jury will decide the fate of a 
Wayne man Jan. 11, 1995 who is 
charged with three counts of 
first-degree criminal sexual 
conduct 

Ronald James Holt, 19, al- 


legedly assaulted a Wayne wo- 
man Aug. 14, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 
He was arraigned Aug. 15 be- 
fore 29th District Court Judge 
Carolyn Archbold, and a 
$100,000 cash bond was set. 

Drews said the victim knew 
the defendant. She was the one 
who called the police with the 
complaint. 


A not guilty plea was en- 
tered during the arraignment. 
The Aug. 24 examination was 
waived, and Holt was bound 
over to Recorder’s Court. 

If Holt is found guilty of all 
three counts of first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct, he 
could receive up to life in 
prison, according to Drews.

members are urged to obtain 
gas masks. Machetes, Kevlar 
vests or body armor are recom- 
mended. However, camouflage 
and uniforms are not required. 

“The Wayne division is dif- 
ferent than the rest. Members 
don’t have to run arou nd i n 
camouflage or attend rallies,” 
said Vojtech. 

But members are told to 
store food, water, fuel and 
other necessities because 


“Clinton signed the hoarding 
act and you can now go to jail 
for keeping food longer than 
three weeks.” Vojtech expects 
the government will cut off 
power and water service after 
declaring martial law. 

Besides preparing to de- 
fend the Constitution mil- 
itarily, the militia 
demonstrates against lesser 
infringements, most recently 
against the raising of the 


United Nations flag over the 
state courthouse in Lansing, 
which indicates a loss of sover- 
eignty to Vojtech and Maslak. 

“The government forced 
school children to attend, 
some dressed up as U.N. sol- 
diers with camouflage uni- 
forms and blue helmets.” 

The Wolverines plan to rally 
for citizens’ rights from noon 
to 5 p.m., Nov. 5, at Wayne State 
University.

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Best cook on the block 


Chicken, dumplings are Sumpter 
woman’s specialty in the kitchen

When it comes to chicken 
and dumplings, Sumpter 
Township resident Connie 
Beaudrie is known far and 
wide. 

“They tell me it’s the best.” 
she said modestly, “and if they 
know that you're gonna cook, 
they all come.” 

They, being all six of her 
children. 

Beaudriv' has been cooking 
for more than 50 years. She 
started at the age of 15, when 
she married her husband. 

Since that time, she has ex- 
panded her cooking repertoire 
to include recipes passed 
down through the family and 
experimental dishes. 

“The chicken and dump- 
lings recipe was passed down,” 
she said, “but other things like 
my zucchini and banana bread 
were experimental.” 

While the bread, which 
mixes fruit and vegetable, 
turned out for the better, Beau- 
drie can remember some ex- 
periments that did not turn out 
so well. 

“1 tried putting raspberry 
jelly in a cake once,” she said, 
“and it flopped.” 

Instead of sampling it to see 
if it tasted better than it 
looked, Beaudrie disposed of 
the creation and started over. 

“You need to try hard and 
experience everything to be a 
good cook,” she said. “If it does 
not work, just try again." 

Experimentation expands 
beyond just banana bread. She 
also prepares main dishes, 
pastries, desserts and salads. 
She is so accustomed to her 
food ventures, that she was 
surprised to find that not ev- 
eryone puts sugar and vinegar 
in their cole slaw. 

“I’ve been doing it for 57 
years,” she explained. 

Within the last 10 years, she 
has started to share her rec- 
ipes with anyone who wants 
them. ’ 

“I began catering with my 
son’s wedding,” said Beaudrie, 
an employee of Sumpter 
Township Hall. “Now, I cater 
weddings, anniversary parties 
and graduations.” 

With all this cooking talent, 
one might think that Beaudrie 
would get sick from eating so 
much good food. The fact is, 
she eats very little.. 

“I don’t like to eat it after I 
cook it,” she said. “Being 
around it all day...” 

Perhaps that is the reason 
Beaudrie only prepares a few 
items when it comes to family 
get-togethers. Whatever she 


does not cook is supplied by 
her two daughters and 
daughters-in law. 

“My daughters watched me 
whenever I cooked," she said. 

The two are both married 
now and cook for their own 
family. As for her sons, a few of 
them enjoy the home cooking 
of their wives, but at least one 
can still smell the scent of 
Beaudrie’s chicken and dump 
lings or stuffed cabbage in the 
air. 

“He just lives down the 
street and whenever I cook 
them, 1 get a call from him,” 
she said. “He says ’Mom, you 
know what 1 have a taste for.’ 
Of course, I ask him over.” 

Whenever Beaudrie is not 
cooking or working, she is can- 
ning. 

“I haven’t bought corn or 


beans in 30 years,” she said. 
“Just last week I cut the ker- 
nels off 65 dozen ears of corn.” 

Although, the vegetable will 
stay good for up to two years, 
Beaudrie reported that she 
gave some cans away just to

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New law cracks down on underage drinkers

Underage drinkers better 
beware is the message coming 
from Lansing. 

State legislators have made 
underage drinking and driving 
as undesirable as possible 
with the new “Zip. Zero. Zilch” 
law that will begin Nov. 1 of 
this year. In just a few weeks, 
minors who register a .02 on a 
breath test (equivalent to one 
beer) will be considered in vio- 
lation of the law and face a 30- 
to 90-day suspension of their 
driver’s license followed by a 
mandatory $125 reinstatement 
fee; up to 45 days of community 
service; and/or fines of up to 
$250 as a first time offender. 


Convictions will also result in 
four points on a driver’s re- 
cord. 

Repeat offenders will face 
increased penalties. 

“Teenage drinking and driv- 
ing remains a problem in 
Michigan.” said State Repre- 
sentative Frank M. Fitzgerald 
(R Grand Ledge), who spon- 
sored the legislation. “This law 
is part of a consistent message 
we are sending to young peo- 
ple that drinking and driving is 
illegal and will not be toler- 
ated. Stronger penalties must 
be combined with a renewed 
emphasis on prevention and 
education.” 

Posters and information 
cards with the slogan “Zip. 
Zero, Zilch: That’s how much 


you can legally drink and drive 
if you are under 21” are being 
distributed throughout the 
state to make young drivers 
and their parents fully aware 
of Public Act 211 and its strict 
penalties. 

While the nationwide epi- 
demic has not been an ex- 
treme problem in Canton 
Township, it does happen, said 
Community Relations Officer 
Tammie Colling. 

“We don’t see an overabun 
dance of juveniles drinking 
and driving,” said the officer, 
“and part of the reason can be 
attributed to good community 
support.” 

With very few juvenile 
“hang outs" in Canton Towns- 
hip, the businesses who do oc- 


casionally experience 
underage celebrations usually 
disband the group quickly.” 
she continued. 

The new law is geared to- 
ward reducing the number of 
intoxicated juveniles involved 
in accidents. 

According to the Secretary 
of State and Office of Drug 
Control Policy, alcohol-related 
auto collisions are the leading 
cause of death for youths who 
can legally drive; and a young 
person under the legal drink- 
ing age is nearly twice as likely 
to die in an alcohol-related 
crash as an adult over 21. 

The two groups believe that 
Michigan youths rank higher 
in alcohol abuse than the na- 
tional average citing that more 


than one in four high school 
sophomores drink excessively. 
Studies show that 30 percent of 
state high school seniors also 
binge drink, or drink more 
than five drinks in a row in the 
past two weeks. 

“Another 17 percent of 
Michigan eight graders binge 
drink, compared to 13 percent 
annually,” the report states. 

The new legislation was 
made possible through the 
Michigan State Safety Commis- 
sion, involving the Directors of 
Departments of Education, 
Public Health, Transportation 
and State Police. The group 
was chaired by Governor John 
Engler. 

“Young people are our most 
precious resource and tough 


laws, combined with educa- 
tion and information, will 
make the difference,” he said. 

Colling believes the pro- 
gram will not only benefits 
youths, but also adults. 

“It will help the whole pub- 
lic view on drinking and driv- 
ing, because these juveniles 
will grow up to be more re- 
sponsible as adults,” she said. 
“By letting them know this is 
not acceptable behavior, they 
will not push the limits when 
they become legal.”

Residents oppose use of violent criminals in the workplace

The majority of those ques- 
tioned were unaware that vio- 
lent criminals - those 
convicted of second-degree 
murder and armed robbery - 
were eligible for work-release 
programs. 

Opposed to the practice of 
violent criminals in the work

place, particulary in close 
proximity to residential neigh- 
borhoods were the following 
area residents. 

“No, definitely not. They 
should be in jail for the crime 
they’ve committed,” said Phyl 
Long of Canton Township. 

Belleville resident Gloria 
Doyle said she was shocked to 
hear of the practice, and found 
it “unbelieveable” that con 
victed felons could be em- 
ployed in factories adjacent to 
residential areas. 



“I didn’t know this was 
going on,” Doyle said. 

“No, I disagree with that 
idea completely. They’ve com 
mitted a crime against society 
and should be jailed,” said 
Wayne resident Mark Backus. 

“No. They’ve done a crime, 
and shouldn’t be out in a job- 
related situation,” said Tammy 
Scott of Westland. 

A caller to the Sound-off 
729-4006 feature, questioned 
sarcastically whether the cur- 
rent “jailbirds” would be re- 
nlaced with lepers? 



Prompting the controversy 
was the hiring of temporary 
employees with criminal back- 
grounds by the Technicolor 
Video Cassette Co. of Westland 

Some 30 to 45 work release 
inmates from three Detroit 
correctional facilities were 
employed by the plant during 
its peak season. 

Neighbors complained that 
the temporary employees were 
littering glass, razor blades 
and knives and were urinating 
and defecating in public areas, 
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harassing adults and children 
and drinking alcohol. 

The protest hit its peak after 
one of the work release em- 
ployees, who was serving time 
for second-degree murder and 
another for armed robbery 
were involved in the stabbing 
of a third worker. The victim 
was stabbed in the head with a 
chisel, and is recovering from 
his wound. 

After the incident, Techni- 


color executives promised to 
rid the company of temporary 
workers and employees with 
criminal records by the end of 
November.

Severe penalities are in 
place for minors who violate 
the new drinking law in 
Michigan. 

Consequences of minors 
drinking and driving are as 
follows. 

If you drive after drinking: 

• You may be stopped by a 
law enforcement officer and 
asked to take a breath test 

• Refusing a preliminary 
breath test will add two 
points to your driving record. 
Other penalties include a 
fine of up to $100 as well as 
court costs 

• If you refuse a chemical 
test, you will lose your driver 
license for six months and 
six points will be added to 
your driving record 

• The first time a chemical 
test shows you have con- 
sumed any alcohol, you will: 
lose your driver license for 
30 to 90 days, have four points 
added to your driving record, 
pay up to $250 in fines and/or 
perform up to 45 days of com- 
munity service 

• Minors with a prior alco- 
hol conviction face a license 
suspension of 90 days to a 
year, not more than 60 days of 
community service and/or 
fines up to $500 

• It will cost $125 to have 
your driving privileges reins- 
tated. Minors will sustain at- 
torney fees, which could be 
as much as $2,000, and the
